Sim,—With regard to the present sweep 
there has been much dispute as to the exact 
value of every horse drawn and the amount 
of a fair offer for the ticket. There is an 
exact arithmetical formula, but a very good 
estimate of the value may be easily com- 
puted. Take the holder of an eight to one 
chance. His chance of winning £30,000 is 
one-ninth, and of winning £15,000 and 
£10,000 roughly the same. His chance of 
being placed is one-third, and of being un- 
placed (and therefore getting £729) two- 
thirds. He has, therefore, one-ninth of a 
chanee of the sum of the three big prizes, 
tha with two-thirds of £729, or roughly 

600 in all. 

The holder of a 33 to one chance is, on the 
same principle, entitled to about £2,325. A 
firm buying a ticket could only afford to pay, 
say, sixty per cent. of the theoretical value, 
as it is taking a large risk; but a company 
working on the pooling principle could offer 
minety per cent., as no risk whatever is en- 
tailed.—Yours, etc.,

N the Northern Parliament to-day, the 
Minister of Home Affairs (Sir Dawson 

Bates) moved the second reading of the 
Housing (Grants) Bill, which enables the 
Government to give a subsidy of £25 per 
house for houses built during the next two 
years. He intimated at the outset that it 
was the intention of the Government, at an 
early date, to bring in a bill dealing with 
rent restriction. He also outlined the atti- 
tude of the Government towards subsidy 
houses, and said it was not the intention of 
the Government to stipulate the rent at which 
these houses should be let. The only way to 
reduce rents, he said, was to provide an 
adequate supply of houses. 

The debate which followed was interrupted 
at 4.30 to enable the House to consider a 
motion in the name of Mr. Nixon. 


RELIEF GRANTS, 


Mr. Nixon (Independent Unionist) moved 
that the Government take steps to increase 
substantially the relief schemes, so as to pro- 
vide employment for the large number of un- 
employed in Northern Ireland, and thereby 
give effect to promises made and repeated 
on numerous occasions during the past ten 
years.

‘They should use their ut- | 
most endeavours to secure the widest pos- | 
sible general agreement, including all the | 
Dominions, and providing for the greatest | 
amount of co-operation which can com- | 
mand the unanimous support of the Con- 
ference.

agreement will naturally be limited; for 
its terms will be conditioned by the atti- 
tude of the Dominiens themselves towards 
imperial co-operation.

During 
the daytime, in order to meet the heavier 
load, the current is taken in the usual 
manner from the ordinary transmission of
